The first was with Noah con cern in g 
the earth, the secon d w ith Abraham 
con cern in g the lan d an d his seed an d 
this third on e with David con cern in g 
the thron e an d the kin gd om, to be es­ 
tablished forever.

Although our lesson s will con tin ue 
fo r a few weeks yet in Samuel, we are 
asked to turn to Chron icles for this 
lesson . 
It m atters little, as 11 Sam.
